Entle Reader, there being ſo nc Honey. 0 thou 
maiſt perceiue, by the tore-going Treatiſe, touch-

— him in his deſerued calours, that Whoſo-

will not enlarge, leſt F adde another Treatiſe. But before I come to 
what I intend, I haue thought fir hauing ſome overſight in the pub-

Firſt, thou art co vnderſtand, gentle Reader, that the King of 2 3 
Spain was louingly receiued here in the 17 Prouinces, and a ſolemn A 
oath was taken on both parts; the King for his part {wore to main- 
taine all their Lawes and Priuiledges, and chey to him all due homage 
and allegance: Ne . demanded of them a ſumme of mo- 
ny, whereupon the States did aſſemble, and collected for him 40

millions of Florines, of Brabants money, to be paid in nine yeares, 
and they paid it into his Exchequer ; and although it was more then 
they had paid before to his predeceſſours, yet vpon this he did take 
reat diſpleaſure 2gaipſt them.; and, asthęy write, he for this did

But he pretended this to be the cauſe of his roth, becauſe he 
ſaw that dess wine ſome among them, that did deſie the Pope and 
all his Religion: but that could not be, for the Citie of 4e was 
as ſuperſtitious in that Reliꝑ ſon as Rimes felfe; for they did perſe. 
cute the Reformed Religion' ever Fhto death: andyer for all that 
both they, and 150 faire, villages that belonged vnto them, were by 
them plundered andſpoyled of all — — and many of them 
' wounded and toxmented tor to confeſſe where their money was, and 
= were killed. Thus much by the way: *' 
| My ſcope and chiefe intent, is to ſnew the firſt and iuft cauſe df the 
warres in the Netherlands; whereby the diligent Reader (not parti- 
ally affected) may clearely vnderſtand, that the Netherlaxdr did 
f not rebelliouſſy vp Armes againſt a lawfull Prince, (as ſome ig- 
norantly thinke and ſpeake Y but iuſtiy and religiouſly defend them- 
ſe lues againſt a ee Tyrant who fought their ruine,by all poſ- 
ſible meanes he could, and the ſubuerſion of the whole State. A 
long while they patiently vnderwent his cruell oppreſſions, and in- 
tollerable vexations, as the Hiſtories clearly manifeſt; till there was 
no helpe, but cither they muſt become flaues in ſoule and body, 
worſe then that of Iſrael in Egypt, they and theirs for euer, or elſe 
be butchered by mercileſſe executioners of à cruell Tyrant. This 
Tyrant having a purpoſe to innouate all things, to roote out the an- 
cient inhabitants, and to fruſtrare all the Lawes, Cuſtomes and Pri- 
uiledges which himſelfe had ſworn to maintaine, knew not how bet- 
ter to effect his euill ends, then by rayſing a bloudy Inquiſition to 
inqui- ſet ouer them for their gouernment; which ſaid Inquilition ( raiſed 
jon was in Spaine) concluded and pronounced certaine Articles, the tenth 
4zcers of February 1568, which were confirmed by the King, the 16 fol- 
lowing. Now becauſe it may appeare I doe them no wrong in this 
1 charge, I will lay downe the Atticles themſelues verbatim. 
The moſt ſacred Office of Inquiſition ſo often atrempred in the 
Netherlands by his Maieſtie, and hindred vntill this time, ſhall hoy

inſtitute d and aduaneed in this manner, which is moſt expedient, 

1 They muſt perſwade the Emperour, being gone aſtray, and wie- 
kedly confederated with hererikes, that hee refigne his Kingdomes 
_ his Sonne, with the whole adminiſtration of che Nether 
lands. 

2 That the Emperour with his two (iſt:rs, hauing giuen ouer all 
affaires, leauing che Netherlands, ſhall retire into Spaine vnto 
Vs, being allured that they ſhall neuer returne more to doe any 
harme. 

3 Theſe being diſpatcht, we muſt alſo draw the king to vs, & keep 
him for euer that he part not, and not ſnffer any Flemmings to haue 
acceſſe ar conference with him. 

That the King write vnto, and command the Clergie of the 
Netherlands, that with thre Inquiſition they ſhould accept of 15 new 
Biſhops,the wich ſhould be free from all ſecular iuriſdiction, yea in 
caſes of treaſon, 

The ſubiects of the Netherlands through cheir malice and way 
wardneſſe, will reuolt and moue ſeditions — rumules, pleaſing to all 
but to our companie 

6. The Princes aud Noblemen, heads and authours of thoſe fa- 
tions, with the ſubiects, muſt be taken away, and the others reduced 
vnto reaſon. 

7 They ſhall hire at our charge theeues and ſpoilers of Churches 
and Images, whoſe offences ſhall be by all the world imputed to Re- 
bels, by ſome ſubtill meanes, and ſo we ſha'l vanquiſh them. 

8 That all Comerce, Negotiation, Liberties, and Priuileges, ſhall 
be rooted out, and that all be reduced roextreame pouettie, whereby 
the realme ſhall be permanent for Vs, 

No man of all thoſe Countries (except he bs of our faction) 
ſhall be held worthy to liue; and finally all to be rooted out: and all 
Goods, Polleſitons, Arts, and Trades, and all Orders to bee 
taken away, vntill there may bee a new Realme, and a new 
people. 

10 In this action the wiſe and valiant Duke Alua ſhall be imploy- 
ed in perſon ;; whygreasany other, were he of the blood Royall; or a 
Prince, ſhall be ot no eſteeme: ſo as being ſuſpect, yea in the lmal-

of any force for the inhabitants, as being guiltie of high

12 But aboue al we muſt haue an eſpecial care that in theſe macters 
pf ſo great weight and moment, wee proceed not violently, but by 
meanes, by degrees, and that d xeetly, to the end the Princes, No- 
bilitie, and interiour ſubies may mutinie amongſt themſelues, ſo 
that one may perſecute, yea execute the other vntill at laſt the hang - 
man be executed himſelfe. For in all Chriſtendome there is not a 
Nation more fooliſh and indiſcreet, and whoſe leuitie and incon- 
ſtancie may ſooner be deceived then theſe Netherlanders, and God 
puniſheth them accordingly.

By theſe articles and vnlimited power of theſe- lawleſſe Inquiſi- 
tors, noman had any aſſurance ot life or goods for a day, but were 
in danger continually to be called in queſtion, either for the law of 
their God, or for ſome worke of mercie, which either religion, mo- 


rall equitie, or the bond of nature called for: or elſe if they had co- 


lour tor none of theſe, they would impoſe ſuch vnreaſonable taxa- 
tions, which if the Cormorants had not their gorges cramed full 
they would make prey of all,” whether by right or wrong it matrered 
not. But my purpoſe being to avoyd prolixitie, and to paſſe by im- 
pertinences and needleſſe repetitions, I will come to that I inten- 
ded, In the yeere 1363 a match was concluded for the Prince of 
Parma, and the nuptials were ſolemnized at Braxels, whither all the 
Nobilitie and Gentry of the Countrey were inuited, and according- 
ly there met of them about foure hundred, who like faithfull Aſs- 
ſes being grieued to ſee the dayly oppreſſion of their brethren by che 
hard rask-maſters of the Inquiſition, who not onely robbed them of 
their goods, but alſo by inhumaine . vnnaturall butchery, 
depriued them of their lines, who daily led them as ſheepe unto the 
ſlaughter: Tbe conſideration hereof they ioyntly layd to heart, and 
hereupon (being met vpon this — . reſolved to preſent all 


petition to the Princelle of Pama, which they did the 5 of Aprill \ 
| next / 
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worke that the truth of Religion found many friends likewiſe, the

next followings, The Earle of Breedrod deliuering the petition, 
humbly requeſted a fauourable anſwer, Three dayes after they re- 
ceiued this anſwer, viz.. they ſhould ſend two of their Noblemen to 
the king, by whom ſhe would write in their behalfe. The Lord of 
Barlaymont being preſent, after their departure ſaid ( like 4 flattering 
Courtier) they were a company of Raſcals and Beggars. 

It was concluded that the Marqueſſe of Bargen, and the Lord of 
Mountigny ſhould goe into Spain, who humbly preſented their ſuite 
to che King, but could get no anſwer in 16 moneths after. 

The 26 of Auguſt 4156, the Princeſſe of Parma ſent for the 
Gentrie, telling them ſhe had receiued letters from the King, con- 
taining promiſe that all ſhould be well, and that the Inquiſition 
ſhonld ceaſe, And for the Proclamations they ſhould not be of 
force, but his Maieſtie would cake ſuch order as they and the State 
ſhould like well of. The Princeſſe alſo gaue them toleration for their 
Religion, on condition they ſhould nt deface, nor breake downe 
the ornaments of the Churches: for, there had beene before this 
time vilde and lewde perſons that freequented the meetings of the 
Reformed; theſe went into the Papiſts Churches, ſole their ſiluer 
and what was worth carrying away, and brake done their Images: 
but the Reformed ſuſpectec that this was done by the appointment | 
of the Princeſſe, neither was their ſuſpicion without good ground, for Ee A 

it is to be ſeen in the kings letters, Art. , that ſhe had order to hire this Miter ait 
raskall company to doe this villany, which fact was imputed to the — 3 n 
Proteſtants, to the end that they might not onely be odious there, 7 2 
but alſo ſeeme guilty, euen in the —— of other Nations; hows pom at one 
beit the offenders were puniſhed with impriſoment, yea, with death, time, and 
euen by the Reformed themſelues, who ioyntly confeſſed the acti- by K 
on ynlawtull, and were fo farre from giuing occaſion of offence in 7: 
this nature, that Papiſt Burgers themſelues otfered good ſecurity that * 
no ſuch thing ſhould be attempted by them. Who then can make 

any doubt that they were free from hauing any hand in thoſe outra- 

ges layd tothem, the very oppolites in Religion being Iudges, who 

as appeares were willing to vndertake for them; now as their faith- 
fulneſſe brought ſo good effect for their perſons, ſo did the Lord.

The Princeſle of Parma alſo began to entertaine ſouldiers with 
pretence to apprehend the Church-robbers, but intended indeed to 
take away tho ancient Liberties and Priuiledges of the Netherlan- 
deri, wherefore ſending certaine companies to Yalencyn, the inhabi- 
rants denyed them entertainment, who for that were proclaimed 
Rebelsthe 14 of December, ſoone after they were belicged, ſacked, 
and many of them put to death. 

But before they of Yalencyn denyed entertainment to the ſouldi- 
ers, the Nobility had received letters out of Spain, from the Mar- 
queſſe of Bargen, ſhewing, that the King was exceedingly incenſed 
againſt the Netherlands, that he had in * preſence of many vow- 

to be fully reuenged of them, though it were with the hazard 
of all his Countries; that he would ns them an example to all 


gallowſcs of them, and hanged them ypon 


in this quarrel, Vpon the receit of the letters the Nobility allem- 
bled at Dortmond to conſult what were beſt to be done, but conclu- 
ded not any thing, ſome judging it ſafeſt to ioyne, and make head 
to reſiſt his tyrannicall furie, other ſeeking rather to eſcape by 


flight 

Now was the Inquiſition againe brought in contrary to the Lawes 
and Liberties of the Countrey, which the King was ſworne to main- 
taine, for execution whabel there were appointed 12 Inquilitors, 
commanding them to receiue the Councellof Trent, theſe were cal- 
led, The bloudy Conncel, and ſo they were indeed, which Rome well 
knew, refuling it, anno 1559, when as they fell vpon che Inquiſitors 
houſe, ſet it one fire, wounded the chiefe of them, brake open the 
priſon, and ſer at liberty the captaiues, and would haue burned a 
Cloyſter that belonged vnto them, had they not been by faire means 
dillwaded by two Lords in the Citic, vis, Marc.

ts deſire her thatſhewoulf' nor ſuffer his ſuhiects to hate their
